State Bonds. 

The 124,000.00 of State Bonds redeemed during the fiscal 
year 1883-1884, and $1,000.00 redeemed in December, 1884, 
and reported on hand by the late Treasurer, Hon. A. R. 
Goodrich, were burned by the Finance Committee of 1885. 

Of the $6,000.00 purchased during the fiscal term ending 
June 30, 1885, $5,000.00 are on hand in the Treasurer's 
Office, canceled. 

The Registered Bonds issued in exchange for Registered 
Bonds transferred and surrendered, amount to $599,000.00.

Savings Banks. 

The taxes received from the Savings Banks, amount to 
$100,702.10. 

Mutual Insurance Companies. 

The taxes received from the Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
panies of the State, amounfc to 1213,224.90, and the taxes of 
the Mutual Fire Insurance Companies to $7,577.66, making 
the total amount received from Mutual Insurance Companies, 
$220,802.56. 

Railroad Taxes. 

The amount of Railroad Taxes received during the seven 
months ending June 30, 1885, was only $5,395.37.

The last Legislature, upon the petition of the New York 
& New England Railroad Company, authorized the Treasurer 
to adjust and settle all claims of the State against that road 
for taxes, then due, for the gross sum of one hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars ($150,000), one-half to be paid on or 
before the first day of August, 1885, and the other half on 
or before the first day of May, 1886; provided^ however, the 
taxes for 1885 should also be paid when due, to wit, October 
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20, 1885. The first installment of seventy-five thousand 
dollars ($76,000) and the taxes for 1885 were promptly paid 
in accordance with the terms of the proposed adjustment. 

The Adams Express Company tax, reported to the Legis- 
lature of 1885 as unpaid, has been settled by the payment of 
$7,500.00, in accordance witli a resolution of the General 
Assembly, and the suit instituted has been withdrawn. 

Agricultural College Fund. 

This amounts to one hundred and thirty-five thousand 
dollars (f 135,000), and is now all invested in bonds and 
mortgages at the rate of five per cent, per annum, except 
six thousand and seventy-five dollars ($6,075) still remaining 
in tlie Treasury, on which the State pays interest at the 
above rate. 

Issue op Three Per Cent. State Bonds. 

The General Assembly of 1885 made provision for the 
redemption of the then maturing six per cent, bonds issued 
in 1865, due October 1, 1885, by authorizing the Treasurer 
to issue bonds to the amount of one million seven hundred 
and forty thousand dollars ($1,740,000) at a rate of interest 
not exceeding three and one-half per cent, per annum, 
payable semi-annually. 

The bonds thus authorized were offered in June last at the 
rate of three per cent., and such was the credit of the State 
that tlie bonds were all taken at a premium of a fraction 
above seven-eights of one per cent., the total amount received 
as premium being fifteen thousand two hundred and forty- 
two dollars and forty cents ($15,242.40). 

The entire issue was awarded to Vermilye & Co., bankers, 
of New York City. 

One million six hundred and twenty-nine thousand dollars 
($1,629,000) of the bonds now outstanding are registered 
bonds, and one hundred and eleven thousand dollars ($111,000) 
are coupon bonds. The registered bonds are largely held by 
savings banks and are not likely to change hands. The bonds
